“I'm glad they caught me,” Unger 
said, according to a detective as- 
signed to the case.

But 
my family, the innocent bystanders, 
as always, will suffer.”’ 

An alleged companion of Unger, 
who was arrested on a charge of 
having received stolen goods, also is 
to be given a hearing today. He gave 
his name as Charles Logan, but the. 
police said he was known under sev- 
eral aliases. According to the au- 
thorities Unger has given him more 
than $1000. 

When taken into custody last 
night, Unger told the detectives that 
he had not been out of his room 
for two days and had been without 
food for 36 hours. More than $10,- 
000 in cash was found in his pos- | 
session. This, the detectives said, 
was part of the $12,000 he had with- 
drawn the day prior to his disap- 
pearance on the pretext that it was 
to pay salaries of instructors.

be trusted to treat animals as humanely 
as possible.

THE TREATY’S VALUE. 
Senator Reed tried to make Senator Lodge admit 
that the four-Power treaty was a meaningless scrap 
of paper—and pretty well succeeded. In any event 


Mr. Lodge is reported to have acknowledged that the 
agreement imposed no obligation upon any of its 
signatories other than to get together and talk. After 
the parley, according to Mr. Lodge, the parties there- 
to may go their several ways, if they. wish, sans tache 
et san reproche. Whatever the decision, no charge 
of bad faith can lie against any of them, for the reason 


that no pledge of any kind has been made. 

Such is the Lodge construction, under the Reed | 

heckling. Wherefore, if the treaty “does not mean 
anything,” as Goldberg would put it, why all the 
potiier? Why should Mr. Lodge be so insistent upon 
our ratifying an impotent document? That is the 
question Mr. Reed asks, and why is it not logical? 
On the other hand, if the document {is an empty string 
of words, how does Mr. Reed contrive to burden it 
with sinister possibilities and why should he admon- 
ish us against putting our name on a dotted line 
that leaves the status quo untouched. 
The truth is that the four-Power treaty is, pri- 
marily, a declaration of good will. Mr. Lodge insists 
that it has abrogated the Anglo-Japanese treaty, an 
item of sound importance, and Mr. Harding says it 
has erased the Lansing-Ishii understanding, a com- 
paratively minor point. Surpassing both those claims, 
however, is the moral advantage of the new attitude 
of those nations towdrds one another—the announced 
intention of discussing any difference with the hope 
of effecting a settlement which the four nations wil! 
approve as reasonable. 

Mr. Lodge proved to be an Irritable, unconvincing 
witness. under the cross-examination of Mr. Reed.

There was an interesting bit of political history 
in the Henry Ford story in the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
Magazine. It seems that two days before the sena- 
torial election in 1918 a page advertisement appeared 
in a great many Michigan papers, headed, “Henry 
Ford and His Huns.” 

The attack centered on one of Ford's oldest em- 
ployes and ablest experts, a man named Carl Emde. 
Emde was accused of disloyalty and Ford was tarred 
with the same stick: for refuding to discharge him. 
Now, the fact was that Emde, among other things, 
had solved the problem of awiftly constructing cyl- 
inders for the Liberty motor, an item of important 
service. The friends of Newberry who published 
that advertisement could have ascertained that fact 
had they wished. 

It is said that that advertisement turned enough 
votes to enable Newberry to squeeze through. Be 
that as it may, it fe not of record that Newberry 
or any of his numerous friends, advisers and con- 


tributars ever protested the advertisement. So that, | 


hope that, so doing, they will discover what he is 
trying to say to them. In the meantime he feels 
some of the futility of the fighter whose punch falls 
short. And that is not a pleasant feeling. 

Farrington’s mistake seems to have been thet he 
tried to put a punch into 800 words. The thing was 
s0 cumbersome that the Indianapolis fellows easily 
sidestepped it and countered amiably on some of the 
collateral issue with which it was cluttered.

It seems impossible for anybody to talk very 
long about international peace without making 
an argument for the League of Nations. That 
this is often unconscious is established by what 
the irreconcilables are saying of the four-Power 
treaty. If we have the four-Power tyeaty, 
which will amount to an alliance between the 
United States, England, Japan and France, a 
counter alliance will spring up between Ger- 
many and Russia. To quote one bitter-ender: 
“We are driving them into each other’s arms.” 
The remedy, obviously, is to have all fhations in 
a single alliance, or precisely what Mr. Wilson 
contemplated in the League of Nations. There 
are some 61 nations in that alliance now. The 
only reason why we have to have the four- 
Power alliance in addition is that the United 
States, because of partisan exploitation of hurts 
from the war, cannot join the league. If the 
irreconcilables keep it up they will‘talk them- 
selves into the inescapable point of view. They 
are the blind groping for the way out, and 
there is but one way out.
